The issue in the Rumanian province 
of Dobrudja, where Russo-Rumanian 
forces apparently are attempting to 
regain possession of the Constanza- 
Tchemavoda 
railroad

again to hang in the balance. 


Russo-Rumanian

Marshal von iMackensen's left flank at 
Tchernavoda and other entente forces 
are close to the tofwn along the route 
of the twelve-mile-long bridge and 
viaduct which spans the Danube and 
carries the railroad across the exten- 
sive marsh lands west of the main 
stream. 


Sofia reports under Frida3r's date 
that Bulgarian artillery compelled en- 
tente troops which had advanced to 
the west bank of the Danube to "re- 
tire toward Dunareav." Petrograd, on 
the other hand, yesterday announced 
the occupation of this town by the 
Russians locating it two miles west 
of Tchernavoda, which is taken to 
mean that the Riustuis wcxe approx- 
imately at the end of that portion of 
the bridge which spans the main 
stream.

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The Whys and Wherefores. 


That the west has mdely kicked .over historic tradition and most 
thoroughly mussed up political dope and political ethics as well by 


Bleetiiig a president throijigh the medium of square r e v e r s a l of eastern 
political form will consti;tute an enduring wonder in American poli- 
tics. It is probable that 1916 will become a landmark in American 
presidential campaigns—a date to which political reminiscence will 
freqiientlj^ hark back in the years that are to come. It is a develop- 
ment so astounding that no manifestation of political independence in 
the nation's history is able to measure up to it either in extent or in 
resiults produced. It is not at all like the explosion produced by the 
[ball moose movement four years ago. It belongs in a class alone. 


Immediate concetrn of the disappointed leaders, of course, is the 
IllndiDg of a goat, a research endeavor that while it may afford some 
iraeasure of palliation for woe now poignant and extensive, is of no 
real concern to the average individual. The latter is merely the in- 
l' nocent bystander, but there m ample justification for his mild curiosity 
to be on hand to see if it really was a monkey wrench which some- 
body tossed into the political machinery in the west, and to get some 
line on whence it came. 


The outstanding fact in the entire affair appears to be that the 
eminent eastern political specialists utterly failed to read the west 
aright. Tliey got both facts and figures mixed. They took too much 
for granted. They assumed that anti-Wilson sentiment, rampant in 
many eastern centers of financial and industrial strength, must per- 
force represent the feeling of the entire country. They were blind 
to the fact that otlier sections were doing thinking on their own ac- 
count. In the Pacific coast states they believed the progressives were 
all so safoly recemented to the republican organization that it was en- 
tirely safe to take a retaliatory punch or two at the bull moose lead- 
ers of 1S12, and they peremptorily waved them into rear seats when 
matters of party council were up for decision or when party prefer- 
ment was to be passed out. The snub administered when his party 
leaders adroitly maneuvered to prevent Mr. Hughes from meeting 
Governor Johnson in California, even while the two candidates oc- 
cupied quarters in the same hotel must have cost heavily among 
Johnson's friends. Reactionaries were directing republican affairs in 
that region, and they insisted on making that fact clearly evident. 
Even Utah, standing all but alone for Mr. Taft four years ago, could' 
not stand for that. 


The political society function which sent a dazzling array of 
wealthy, bejewelled eastern women who cannot vote crusading 
through the west to admonish those women who can vote regarding 
their duty at the polls was as atrocious a bit of political judgment as 
this comitry has ever seen—and it has seen some pretty ones. One 
could go on indefinitely theorizing as to the whys and wherefores of 
what happened in the west. Most of the men on whom responsibility 
for defeat falls are now doing this. Some of their explanations are 
nnique, some of them tawdry and all of them fail of the real truth. 
That was that they were unwilling to concede to the west the right to 
attend to its own political affairs in its own way, but insisted that it 
take its political dictation from the east as of old.

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Any farmer in the United States who 
is thinking about building a house, barn,

partment will then do its best to furnish 
a suitable set of plans and drawings. 
These have been designed with a view of 
meeting the needs of the farmer in the 
south, the farmer in the north, the man 
on a reclamation project, and so on. 


The department plans to issue a cata- 
logue in the near future containing il- 
lustrations of all the designs for the vari- 
ous kinds of farm buildings which it has 
prepared, so that farmers who contem- 
plate building operations can select their 
drawings from the 
catalogue.

meantime, such plans ^ill be sent as 
seem to meet the needs of any particular 
situation.

Soon after hi.s arrival at the home of 
his son-in-law, assistant to the president 
of Williams college, the delegation, head- 
ed by President H. A. Garfield of the col- 
lege, marched to the Sayre home.

"I came here to forget the field of 
politics and for a brief rest.

The book sums up reports of the Span- 
ish embassy in Berlin, of delegates from 
the Red Cross society who visited Ger- 
man

camps, 
of 
doctors 
and 
nurses 
who were 
interned 
in 
these 
camps and testimony given under oath 
by crippled soldiers who have returned 
to Fl-ance. 
The volume Includes pho- 
tographs received from private sources 
and sketches from German illustrated 
papers. 


The 
French 
government 
contends 
that 
the following accusations

Theft from French pris- 
oners:' killing of wounded 
prisoners, 
execution without formality of civil- 
ians arrested on the pretext of sniping, 
transportation of prisoners in foul cat- 
tle cars with healthy, sick and wounded 
crowded

without food and medicine, insults to 
prisoners by German soldiers on their 
arrival 
in 
Germany, 
attacks

French prisoners by women at Erfurt 
with knives, sickles, scythes tolerated 
by the escort: spitting upon and whip- 
ping of prisoners by civilians and kick- 
ing of prisoners by young German re- 
cruits aa they flled through Torgau;

Photographs of German camps are 
offered to show the prisoners in mid- 
winter with only tents or dugouts for 
shelter. 
It is charged that during the 
first winter in Germany large numbers 
of prisoners were obliged to dig them- 
selves into the ground for shelter or 
to construct mud huts and the Span- 
ish ambassador is quoted In support 
of this accusation. It is admitted that 
some Improvements on these conditions 
have been made in certain camps. 


In re[,'ard to the que.stion of nourish- 
ment French surgeons and nurses who 
have returned to France after periods 
of captivity in Germany report that the 
insuftVciency of food, ccupléd with other 
privations, has resulted in the spread of 
tuberculosis and other diseases such as 
orysipolaa, scarletina and gastritis.

are 
moulded into perfect shape.

raise again in steam proof . room. until 
ready to- go into the four Petersen ov- 
ens, from which they emerge as perfect 
loaves of brèad, Avith a .light brown col- 
or and emitting the most delicious n^lor,

throat" at the beginning. 


Colds are caused by germs. 
When 
you develop a cold It means you have 
become Infected. 
The germs are be- 
ginning to grow and develop in your 
nose and throat. 
They produce poi- 
sons that are absorbed by the body 
and make you feel miserable and sick. 


"Vigorous people who live out doors 
and care tor anc strengthen their bod- 
ies with cold baths and exercise never 
seem to "catch cold." 
Others 
who 
take no exercise and keep housed all 
winter in hot, close rooms are prone to. 
attack if exposed to cold, wet weather. 


Colds often act like other commu- 
nicable, diseases. Someone in the fam- 
ily 
"catches 
cold" and 
brings 
the 
germs home, and one after another the 
members of the household become In- 
fected.' In most cases each one blames 
it on an open window or a wet day. 


To avoid this, watch for the 
first 
victim 
and 
keep 
the 
germs 
from 
spreadlngr 
by 
makiner 
the 
person 
sneezo or cough in his or her hand- 
kerchief. 
Coughing without such pro- 
tection is the most common way of 
spreading the germs. 
They are car- 
ried on the" fine spray thrown out, 
often as far as 15 or 20 feet.

When the new day dawned and skeleton con- 
Btruction was a scientific actuality, the erection 
of the great skyscrapers' of the present 
time 
was made possible. 
Skeleton construction 
Is 
well known now; its fundamental principle is 
the placing of a great steel frame upon caisson 
foundations and distributing the weiglit of the 
building: equally over the frame. 
The 
inter- 


united steel skeleton permits the total comple- 
tion of any Moor or floors regardless of progress 
on tlio nooi's below or above. 
Through the use 
of it. it is possible for bricklaying to go on on 
t!ie twentieth and the thirtieth floors at "the 
-in.e 
time v.ithout any relation existing 
be- 
tween work on the two floors. The steel frame 
is the true skeleton of the building, and on this 
Kkeleton the superwork may be hung at will. 


Fro2Ti the modest fourteen stories of the Ta- 
coma 
building, 
the 
first 
so-called 
skyscraper 
erected, in 1S87, tiie height of buildings 
has 
gone ujj to the fifty-one stories of the 750-foot 
Wooluorth Building in New York. 
Engineers 
.'-ay thore is no limit to a modern building. With 
the skelton construction great heights have be- 
come feasible, but legislation (usually by city 
councils 
which 
do 
not 
nuniber _ among 
their 
.members a single engineer) has fixed the height 
of buildings. 
A Boston architect and engineer 
had drawn plans and made rough speciflcations 
of a lOO-story building to be erected in New

NGINEERS, building managers and students 
of 
the 
modern 
skyscraper 
situation 
are 
making, cautiously, what seem to be wild pre- 
dictions about the development of the future In 
the building districts of large cities. 
Uncer- 
tainty lends piquancy to their conclusions, but 
they cannot bo dismissed as too wild to be pos- 
sible. 
Nothing seems Impoaolble any longer; 
apparently unattainable 
things are only Just 
remote. 


It is almost too obvious to remark that de- 
velopment la going 
to be In the same lines as 
past growth has been. 
Thr^e big factors have 
confronted those interested in the skyscraper as 
an enterprise: lighting, ventilation and trans- 
portation—from the ground to the desired floor 
and from building to building. 
Other problems 
are involved, but these three are most general, 
having a direct bearing on the building owner 


and tenant alike. 


Great shafts have been left in buildings to 
admit of light and air, oJ- buildings have been 
built in an " L " 
lor the same purpose. 
The 
open spaces between buildings mean that part 
of the land is unused. 
But it is at present nec- 
essary to furnish light and air. The devising of 
some other source of adequate light and air will 
obviate such a waste of space. 
With the ter- 
rific, almost restrictive values of real estate in 
the busy centers, the question is really one of 
the 
utmost 
significance 
to 
the 
operators 
of 
bullrting.s. 


Of greater importance, Décause it affects the 
tenants, who are in the majority, is the problem 
of getting from one building to another. 
To the 
building owner, it means his building must be 
ro located as to be convenient and easy <* ac- 
cess from other like structures. 
To the ten- 
ant, however, is the biggest side.of fhe ques- 
tion. 
It is his time which is spent in going from 
place to place. 


An ine.xorable natural law will see buildings 
spread out from a center, forming a single great 
district in each city. 
Once a center has been 
established, it is impossible to hope to change 
its location. 
An attempt made in Salt 
Lake 
City re.sulted in the erection of several fine 
buildings In a far part of the city which today 
remain only a monument to some man's failure 
to change the tides of business. 
Business dis- 
tricts expand from a center, and they never 
cross water. 
Chicago is the best example of 
this law, while Milwaukee Is the only excep- 
tion. 
' 


Enacted as a means 
of 
safeguarding 
the 
citizens, the laws in different cities limltljpg the 
height of ,bMlld|ngs are expected to have the 
singular effect of creating a uniform skyline. 
Economic exigencies will push buildings to the 
legal limit. 
The result v/ill Inevitably be that» 
where the law says no buildings shall go higher 
than forty storie», ail buildings in that city or 
district of a city will be forty stories; whore the 
law says thifly-flve stories, thirty-five stories 
will be the common 
height of all 
buildings. 


Great districts with 
buildings 
all the 
.satne 
height seem to be in the next-dawning tomor- 
row. 
Potential uniformity of buildings will be 
a cogent factor in the solution of the tranapor- 
tation problem.

r p HE tendency to speed up all our activities 
I 
will continue and become hioré acute. AS 
the world of modern business goes on and the 
things to be done multiply, the absolute mini- 
mum of time required In getting from place 
to place will bo more and more nearly reached. 
To spend as much time and energy in going 
from one offlce to another as is now spent is 
absurd. 
Going from one building to another 
has 
been found 
to 
be one of the 
greatest 
sources of almost unnoticed lost time and steps, 
which, 
when considfcred as a whole, 
mounts 
up to dollars and cents in vnJiie and miles In 
energy. 


Only one means of relieving the 
situation 
is to be seen and that is the Installation of 
aerial ti-amwaya In the downtown districts to 
convey á man almost from his olllce to the 
office of the man he wishes to see. 
And aerial 
tramways are just the things whióh are being 
offered ae the practical answer to the question, 
A system of aerial elevators and cars In the 
congested districts of large cities, 
connecting 
skyscrapers 
and 
offlce 
buildings 
with 
each 
other, was the prediction of C. A, Patterson 
of Chicago, editor of a building owners' trade 
paper and manager of the ahnual coiiventlon 
of the National Association of Building Owners 
and Managers which was held at St. Louis re- 
cently. 
The modern skyscraper now ha;3 under 
one roof everything that is necessary tot man 
or 
woman, 
according 
to 
Patterson, 
and 
the 
task which confronts the men who control the 
big offlce buildings of the country Is to deviso 
a plan to do .away with congestion in elevators. 


"The aerial tramway is surely commg," Pat- 
terson says. 
"As things are now a man on 
the thirty-fifth fioor of an offlce building has 
to take the elevator to go to the ground level 
and then walk to a skyscraper next door and 


take the elevator up to» say, 
the 
twentletn 
fioor. - Aerial 
tramways 
Would obviate 
this.

were fastened to the I-beams. 
An entire busi- 
ness district would in this way 
be brought 
together, and a man would not have to go to 
the ground 
floor—unless, 
of course, his olllco 
were on the lower ilodrs—but instead would 
pres.s a button, have the car swing up to his 
window, step in and speed to his destination. 


A conservative scientific estimate of the coat 
of thd lliiitaliatidn of the tramways, made by 
Yoder, 
gives |€000 per mile, double-way,

the expense o^ a system 
bearing a 
live-ton 
load. 


The use of tramways would mean the saving 
of invaluable time. 
Imagine stepping Into the 
car at your floor and being whisked away to 
the offlce you Were obliged to visit. 
It would 
bo using one elevator or car Instead of two, and 
going all the way In that one. 


An Innovation so radical would have a singu- 
lar effect upon office building arrangement. 
The 
lobby could well bo transferred to the roof. 
Consequently, 
the exceedingly valuable space 
now devoted to the lobby could greatly be re- 


duced, effecting greater income from th» groiïd|r 
floor rentals. 
The ground entrance would li« 
reduced in size. 


Nor is the achcmc one that presents any dan- 
ger to the passenger. 
Relying on identically 
the same materials for support as an elevatòr, 
aerial tramways would be as safe as.«Mevatara 
aire. 
Steel cables are the strongest xn&terÙI 
known for such work. 
"With chaîna. Wtièn thft 
weakest link snaps, the chain has gone, ànè 
there is no telling when the chain is goln« t » 
givp way on account of a weak Unît,

however, do not suddenly break apart. A atnmd 
may snap, but It takes some little time for tbm 
whole to wear through.

A scheme so absolutely safe and sclehtiflò 
would make the downtown districts practically 
Indestructible.

A perfectly feasible project considera piping tha 
air In from the country districts sutrounditic 
large cities and supplying it through a ventila- 
tion system. 


New uses will add to the difflcultles of eky- 
scraper satisfaction. 
What scientific men re- 
gard as tho approach o f the aerial age Is being 
foretold by the progress in aviation Which tha 
war is calling forth. 
For tho present, the 
diction is that new offlce buildings Will 
one or two large elevators Installed and an au- 
tomobile parking Space arranged for on th6 roof 
of buildings so that«machines may be lifted uti 
on the larger elevators and left on the roofa 
out of the congested districts. 


Is the likelihood 
that the roofs of buildings will be used for 
parking space for aeroplanes.

performs 
some 
unusual 
deed or brings an exceptionally large number 
of enemy planes to earth. 
Yet in the conduct 
of affairs on so great a scale there are many 
things that the directing heads are unable to 
Bxercise supervision over. 


As there are so many fronts and each is of 
BUch great 
size, 
there ;u-o, of couri.e, 
many 
things th«t must be dono v.'.iith require only 
email bodies of m m for their fcn-.njaishment. 
It frequently i.s the c.Tt-e that a s'liuui, a mere 
"corporai's guiirci," cuu c3.ny 
oul 
the neces- 
sary v/ork undci- ordinary conditio¡i:í. 
Hut in an 
area where there i.s constant \v:>i:.ire, aa there 
is on ai! the fi.o~ts und aiong 
Üif 
miles of 
trench 
lines, one cannot 
always 
ueijend 
on 
meetins ordinary conditions, and tlie corporal's 
guard frequently linus itscif face i» face witii 
Bomething: it did not expect, and is. therefore, 
not prepared for. 
There íjí -where individuality 
plays its part; the man. olIict;r or private, who 
can think and act c,uifkly. resolutely and sen- 
sibly, to meet and overcome any sacii difficulty, 
naturally thereupon shows his mettle. 


Sometimes these matters come to the atten- 
tion of commanding oificers in the day's reports. 
Just as freciuently they are omitted altogether 
or overlooked. 
When they are noted, it de- 
pends much on the liumor of the 
commander 
whether or not the incident, whatevei- it 
may 
have been, shall be followed up and tlie man 
whcr acted wilh judicious enterprise 
rewarded 
with i.iromotion. 
-Many men 
have been 
pro- 
moted 
because 
of 
individuality 
tliat 
cropped 
out and fKpi'es.^ed itself in terms of usefulness 
to the army, winch is to say, the country. 
This 
is e.Hpcriaily true of the Knglish armies, where 
hundreds, and even thousands, have been pro- 
moied 
from the ranks 
to 
1111 the 
vacancies 
among oflit ers caused by the hail of death from 
opposing artillery. 


Detached service is a risky matter for sol- 
diers, oven more so than being at the head of u 
battle line in a de.sperate charge; 
unless, of 
coarse, it should bo special service behind the 
lilies, in which case the detached squad seldom, 
if ever, encounters especial danger. 
But there 
is a great deal of detaclied service to bo dono 
outside the trench lines; sometimes in that " No 
Man's l.and" that really is held by the Angel 
of Death. 


When a charge is determined 
upon !iy one 
Bide or trie other with the aim of capturing a;; 
enemy trench, it is customary during the nit;l¡L 
before making 
the 
charge 
to 
.send 
forth 
a 
body of men into No .Man's l>and to erect bar- 
ricades closer to l;;c cneni.'.'";; line. th¿it ivili gi-> e 
the advancing soldiers a .'OigiU advantage wh( n 
daylight comes and the charge is begun. 
Altio 
when an oificer in charge of a sector determines 
that the lines be is ¡lolding must be straightened 
out, a new line of trenches dug forward of the 
ones then held as the first line, similar work is 
carried forward. 
First of all, the men during 
their daylight hours, at a safe distance back 
from the área cf shell fire, proceed to iil! bags 
with soft earth and sand, if it should be ob- 
tainable. 


These are .iust of a size that a man can carr>- 
comfortably along with his rifle and other light 
equipment. 
When night falls, these bags are 
tarried forward from the advance trenches into 
the area between the two lines, and a barricade 
Is erected of them, behind which the sappers 
and 
miners can work in comparative 
shelter 
while they dig a new advance line and 
the 
necessar;. communication trenches. 
It is In tiiis 
vay that adva. nces of a few hundred yards tire 
made by the allied force-s time after time, until 
they get close enough to the Teutonic lines tv.» 
make 
an 
effective charge from tixe 
advance 
holes. 


But before the barricade makers and the sap- 
por.s go out on their mission, the cautious offi- 
cer sends out smali scjuads of men for patrol 
duty and to make reconnaisances. 
Their task 
is pa-f-ticularly difficult, for they must learn Just 
where the enemy is located, what, if any, patrols 
he hay on I in Xo Man's Land and the nature of 
the ground where the work is to be carried on, 
without permitting himself to be di.^covercd by 
the enemy. Of course, he has the cover of dark- 
nes in lils favor, but »o has any patrol of the 
other si<le that may be rambling about in the 
same district; so the offlcer (generally a non- 
conimissioned officcr) in charge of these squads 
must be more than alert to prevent surprise. 


If he should 
be discovered by any of 
the 
enemy, it would be up to him to capture or kill 
all his opponents without making a sound that 
could be heard from the trenches of the other 
Bide and to prevent his opponents fron] making 
any such noise, al.so. It is a matter of kill, and 
kill quickly, without noise. 
It isn't the easiest 
task in the world, and it calls for cool, level- 
headed. quick thinking and acting on the part 
Df the leading offlcer and of his men also; for. 
If such a patrol should be prematurely discov- 
Bied. the enemy probably would rake the No 
Man's Land with a storm of small shells and 
bullets preventing for that time the advancing 
of the trenches as proposed.

Even greater play for Individuality is given 
the men engaged on the Austro-Itallan front of 
the Trentino, where the mountainous nature of 
the country makes warfare on any saaie doubly 
hazardous and difficult. 
The border land of Al- 
pine mountains is high, almost unscalable cliffs, 
with only a few passes practicable for horse- 
men and artillery. 
The Alpine troops of Italy 
have been about the best for 
flgliting 
in the 
uiiiicult countrj^ and Rome has been strong in 
praising this portion of Gen. Cadorna's army, 
whid; succeeded in penetrating a short distance

their tremendous pressure on tne Isonxo front 
h&d dislodeed the AustrUins from the bridge- 
head at Gorizia and had captured that city as 
the first stop of their Invasion into lstria, the 
Austrian commander. In order to relieve some 
of the pressure exerted against his retreating 
foices, established a new offensive in the Tren- 
tino. with the object of compelling the Italians 
to withdraw 
some of their troops from 
the 
Isonzo front to protect Italy herself from an- 
other Invasion via the Trentino. 


This offensive involved the movement forward 
of the large bodies of troops that had been 
massed at Trient and in the passes to the south 
of thai city, those forces which had resisted the 
first 
surge forward of the Italian troops and 
had compelled them to work on a new front In 
order to secure a foothold on Austrian soil. 
Much a s the Italians desired to take Trient and 
overrun that entire province, ^'^hlch they claim 
as theirs by right of geographical position and 
nationality of inhabitants, they were forced to 
retire before the stubborn flghting of the Aus- 
trians, who hold the passes against any force 
that could at that time be sent against them. 


And in this second campaign in the Trentino 
the Austrlans at first again proved too much for 
the Italians. 
The advance forward of the^ Teu- 
tonic troops was met, with resistance: but, de- 
spite 
that, 
they 
succeeded 
in exerting 
such 
pressure on the Latin commands' that the lat- 
ter called hastily for re-enforcements to assist 
them in holding the Italian side of the passes 
and steeping m e enemy off Italian soil. 


It was here that Lieut. 
Prltz 
Bergll 
dis- 
tinguished himself. Attached to one of the regi- 
ments that first moved forward at this second 
drivii. the lieutenant had a sort of 
separate 
command—just a few of the specially trained 
mountain troops who ^-ere to act much in the 
capacity 
of scouts. 
He 
had a 
fair-working 
knowledge of the country, as did his men; he 
wa.s an expert at mountain climbing and in- 
trepid and bold in the face of physical danger. 
Because of this, his scouting service 
several 
times ^Yon him commendation from the com- 
manders of the advance, and they learned to 
depend much on him for accurate and fresh 
news of the locations and movements of the 
enemy. 


• 
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Battery Harrasses Austrians. 


A 
FTIOR several days of preliminary 
flghting. 
during which outposts were driven 
back 
and unimportant advance lines destroyed, 
the 
Austrlans came face to f u t- with the 
main 
first line of defense in the pass through which 
they were attempting to advance. 
Across 
a 
narrow point of 
barricade of huge, 
quarried 
rock had been erected, with loopholes, and from 
Dohlnd this the Italian army was able to mow 
down the advancing enemy. 


In addition, they had planted a battery of 
small-caliber guns on an eminence on the left, 
which took the advancing attackers In the flank 
and created havoc In the ranks, as the com- 
manders found out the first time tliey attempt- 
ed un assault. 
The Austrlans had not been 
able to bring up guns heavy enough to blow to 
pieces the stone wall behind which the Italians 
wefe sheltered, and a desperate battle for pos- 
session of it at the point of the bayonet. 
But 
so long as the flanking battery remained In ac- 
tion they would be unable to get that far, they 
soon found out. 


A wise general has said that nothing is so 
discouraging and galling to a body of advancing 
troops as a flankin,? fire which they are unable 
to answer. 
The eminence on which the battery 
v/as situated was divided frr>rn the pass by a 
>awning chasm, over v/hich It was impossible to 
pass, except by a hanging bridge, and It wag 
manifestly impossible to erect a hanging bridge 
nf useful dimensions while exposed to the 
fire 
from the barricade in front. 
Besides, even had 
they gotten to the other side, the position of the 
battery was several hundred feet above 
their 
heads, and the cliff rose sheer iiom the small, 
shelf-like plateau 
that 
could 
be reached 
by 
crossing the gully. 


But this position Itself was commanded 
by 
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the Austrian side of the mountain 
barrier. 
But Austria, too, has her "mountain troops," a 
perfectly trained 
corps, established 
especially 
for this sort of work and composed, for the most 
part, of men born and reared in the Austrian 
Tyrol, where they have had life-long training in 
scaling impossible crags and hiding in the coun- 
try. 


This battlefield Is more suited to guerilla war- 
fare than any other kind; pitched battles are 
almost impossible and trenches are not to be 


«^•«•vc; 


considered. 
Breastworks of rock there are. It 
Is true; and these, together with the fact that 
the immense guns employed on other 
fronts 
cannot be handled here because of the transpor- 
tation dlfllcultles, have afforded great 
protec- 
tion to which ever party chanced to be on the 
defensive. 
The carrying of a position In this 
country has been called more difficult than the 
taking of a trench in-the lowlands of Flanders, 
because of the nature of the country, and war 
experts who have seen service on this frontier

are enthusiastic about 
the manner In 
which 
the troops handled themselves. 


l i was here that Lieut. Fritz Bergll of the 
Austrian 
mountain troops made a record for 
heroic, 
useful service and 
demonstrated 
the 
fact that Individuality plays an important part 
in the big conflict. 
Soon after the Italians, by 


• .lother and higher one. 
This was a short dis- 
tance towards the Austrian rear from the point 
where the battery -was situated; 
The distance 
between the two was short enough to ^make 
rifle lire destructive, and. If a point about half 
way up this second crag could be reached. It 
would bo possible to drive the gunners from the 
destructive battery. 
< 


It was manifestly Impossible to get across the 
cleft in the pass at this point: further back, 
possibly, the feat might be accomplished with- 


out too much risk and delay. 
But even if on« 
were across, he would still be (ar below th« 
Italian guns and rifle fire would be of no servlc«i 
To scale the cliff from the bottom up alTO ap- 
peared impossible to the most wildly enthusi- 
astic of the staff officers; yet some way must ba 
found to silence those guns before the 
a r m y 
could proceed. 
While they pondered the ques- 
tion, Lieut, Fritz Bergli came in to make a re- 
port on the situation as he had observed it from 
a point of vantage above their heads. 


Questioned about the matter of the battery, h« 
concldered only a minute, then declared that 
he believed he could take three of his most 
trusty men and silence the battery If the officers 
would permit him to act as on detached duty 
and conduct the e.\peditlon as h e wished with- 
out flrst explaining his plan to them. 
And, a a 
they were In desperate straits and knew the re- 
liability of the young officer, the council agreed 
at once to his propt'^al and sent him forth to 
silence the destructive guns. 


Selecting three of his men. whom he knew 
for mountain 
climbers, he armed 
them 
first 
with alpenstock, life-belt and rope. 
Then a belt 
of cartridges and a light carbine of high-carry- 
ing power slung over one shoulder. 
Telling 
them, then, of the nature of the enterprise they, 
were about to start on. he set forth for the rear. 


A long way the little detachment went until, 
finally, they came to a spot where arching allv- 
ers of rock made an almost complete natural 
bridge across 
the 
chasm. 
This 
roundabout 
maneuver placed them on the opposit side of 
the mountain from that commanded 
by 
the 
Italian gunners. 
His plan was to scale this side 
of the mountain which, though precipitous, was 
less difficult to negotiate than the other ap- 
peared to be. and, having surmounted the crown, 
to descend the other side until he came within 
suitable rifle shot ot the Italian gunners. 


As they proceeded up the steep, rocky slope, 
Lieut. Bergll In the lead, the men were linked 
together by a rope, as are mountain climbers in 
the Alps during normal times, when the brav- 
ing of such perils Is considered sport. 
Yet there 
was a difference, for the men were not faat to 
the rope, but merely grasped It tightly with 
their free hands, when not engaged In using the 
alpenstocks to best advantage. 
Sure-footed and 
brave, they gradually made their way up the 
perilous ascent, taking advantage of every nook 
and cranny in the rock, assisting one another 
over the worst spots, never faltering, even when 
it seemed Impossible either to go ahead or to 
retrace their steps to the bottom. 


• 
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Top Is Beached. 


F 
INALLY they reached the top; th^a oegan 
the even more terrible, more perilous, more 
nerve-racking descent of the other side so that 
they could get into a position suitable for their 
Intended work. 
They were not observed by th# 
Italian gunners, nor, indeed, by their comrades 
on the other side of the chasm who were wait- 
ing the time when the officers should order an- 
other assault of the breastworks ahead. 
Only 
the staff officers know of the e.vpedltion, and 
they had only an Indefinite Idea of just how the 
lieutenant Intended to accomplish his mission. 
Yet, they had no sooner passed the crown of 
the mountain and began the descent than they 
were spied by the staff officers who were sweep- 
ing the country with their glasses; and it was 
a highly interested and tremulous group that 
watched the subsequent proceedings. 


Then 
the inevitable happened, just as 
the 
party was about to gain the ledge from which 
Lieut. Bergli proposed the gunners should, b* 
picked off by sharpshooters' rifle 
fire. 
Bullets 
from the Italians' gians, showering amonf; ,th« 
little party, 
bored through 
their 
supporóng 
rojie, just as the second man in the line was 
supporting his entire weight on it, while groping 
for a foothold. 
The half cutting of the rope by 
the bullet and the tremendous strain of 
the 
weight thrown on the remaining strands caused 
it to part altogether, and the man, doubled up 
like a ball, went tumbling, whirligig, over the 
cliff. 


The fall was so sudden that the Austrlans 
paused, gasping, but only for a second. 
At the 
same time the Italian gunners above stopped 
their flre, and Lieut. Bergli and the three re- 
maining members of his command rushed 
to 
their objective and opened flre on the redoubt. 


.A.S this flre was opened, the Austrian com- 
'iander gave the word to charge, and the men. 
:eir bravery and determination heightened by 
e exploit they had just witnessed across the 
asm, advanced, cheering and 
firing 
on 
the 
lone 
breastworks", 
blocking the 
pass. 
Aud. 
.iiice the galling fire of the men on the ledge 
opposite prevented the Italian gunners from en- 
filading 
the column with their big guns, 
the 
charge succeeded and eventually was successful 
In dislodging, the Italians from the stubbornly 
held position. 


While all this w i s going on, after the Italias 
gunners had been driven from their posts, Lieut. 
Bergli undertook a new exploit that was wit- 
nesses by only a few—mostly the men of hla 
party who co-operated with him again. 
Be- 
lieving that there was the bare possibility thai 
the man who had fallen down the cliff might b« 
still alive, the lieutenant determined to rescue 
him if possible. 


To that end, he took t h e remainder of the Al- 
pine climbing rope that had been so useful la 
bringing the little party to the ledge, and, bid- 
ding the three men left on the ledge keep tight 
iiold of It, proceeded to make a perilous 
round- 
about way to below the cliff. 


On a cliff he found the fallen soldier, and, 
binding the end of the rope about hla comrade'l 
waist, the lieutenant proceeded to endeavor 
O 
make hla way up the cliff again. 


How he ever made the ascent was a mystefy 
to all who saw him. 
The lieutenant himselfi 
viewing the sheer heights afterwards, declareo 
that nothing could Induce him to repeat 
the 
attempt, no matter what might be at 
stake. 
He hung on by projections scarcely bigger than 
marbles,- and found toe holds In minute crev- 
ices. 
But, finally. In the course of things, ht 
and his burden reached the ledgo and there the 
party rendered 
flrst-ald 
medical treatment. 


•By this time, the battle was over, the Aus- 
trians having carried the breastworks and re- 
serve lines behind them and opened a passage 
almost entirely through the Alps, while a 
flyins 
column 
of 
Iho 
"Mountain 
Troops" 
was 
fol- 
lowing closely on the heels of the Italians, now 
In full retreat. ' The Italian guns, that Lieut. ' 
Bergli had undertaken to silence now were "Un- 
dlsputediy the property of the Austrlans. 


It took a large body of soldiers to rescue th« 
lieutenant and the four members, of his party 
fromi . their perilous. position on the 
mountain 
aide, but that was a s nothing. 
Each man of tb« 
command wished to be one of the'rescue party 
and to be the flrst to grasp the oillcer'B hand t« 
còngratùlSte and thank him.. And later, the 
empéror also wished to thank ^him^ so. he wax 
Bent officially to Vienna, with an honorary guard 
of two brother officers, 
where 
Fran* 
JoseJ 
granted him theh onor of a public reception and 
bestowéd a military medal on him.

Long Spell 
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Good Roads Aid Schools 


tjwpróvcd Highways of Groat Benefit to 
Uie Farmer's Children. 


The rural population Is more willing 
to support better schools today than 
at any previous time. 
It is being: re- 
alized that all educational activities or 
agencies must be more or less cor- 
related, and, more than all else, that 
they must be made accessible to the 
children. 
In many counties where 
bad roads prevail, most of the schools 
are ©t che antiquated one-room var- 
iety. 
They are usually located along 
bad roads which, during the winter, 
when the schools are usually In ses- 
Eion, become so nearly impassible as 
to make it difficult for the children to 
reach them. 
This condition 
causes 
irregular attendance and restricts the 
educational opportunities of the child. 
Not only this, but It often Impedes the 
economic consolidation of these small- 
er schools Into larger, stronger graded 
ichools, with 
high 
school 
courses, 
directed by a competent principal and 
corps of teachers. 
' On the 
other 
hand. 
In 
counties 
which have improved their roads, the 
Echools are easily reached, the aver- 
are attendance greater, the efficiency 
largely increased and economic con- 
solidation made possible. 
Regular at- 
tendance at school means consistent 
and regular growth of both 
school 
and pupil, and consolidation of schools 
means a maximum of efficiency at a 
minimum of cost. 
It is also note- 
worthy that there is a marked tend- 
ency for the consolidated school to be- 
come the social and Intellectual cen- 
ter of the community. 
Most modern 
rural schoolhouses arc so constructed 
as to serve the community as gather- 
ing places for various kinds of public 
meetings, and where vans are used to 
convey the children to school during 
the day they are frequently pressed 
into service to haul the farmers and 
their wives to institute work, lectures, 
or entertainments at the schoolhouse. 
The consolidated school 
becomes 
a 
Bort of community center to which all 
educatici. ' and social activities con- 
verge, and in order that It may pro- 
perly perform that function all of the 
highways leading to it should be so 
improved as to render it readily access- 
ible throughout the year. 


A POULTRY HOUSE WITH LIGHT FROM A L L S I D E S 


Details of the Plan and Construction of a Comfortable and Serviceable Chicken House Used by the Missouri Elxperiment 


Station With Splendid Results. 


This poultry house has been 
de- 
signed to meet the demand for a house 
of such size as to accommodate the 
average farm flock and also be adapt- 
ed to the climatic and other condi- 
tions found in latitudes similar 
to 
Missouri. 
Since the average 
farm 
poultry flock Is from iOO to 150 hens, 
this house is twenty feet square, the 
square house being the most economi- 
cal to construct and affording a maxi- 
^ mum amount of floor space. 
The 
I ridge of the roof runs north and south, 
the roof being of equal spans. 
The 
'walls are five feet at the eaves. 
It Is 
eleven feet high at the peak. 
The 
south side contains a door In the cen- 
ter and a window 2x3 feet on each 
side of the door. 
These windows are

The roosts should be on the north 
side of the house av ay from drafts. 


lent summer ventilation which can be 
afforded by removing the 
windows. 
This Is an important point and should 
not be overlooked, in constructing a 
poultry house. 
Summer ventilation Is ! 
as Important as winter ventilation. 


During the winter the success of 
ventilation of this type depends upon 
having the east, west, north, and roof 
entirely air tight so that wind will 
drive Into the house only a short dis- 
ance and never back to the roosts 
which are on the north side. 
There 
is a gradual movement of the 
air 


from the Inside out, thus Insuring an 
abundance 
of 
ventilation 
without 
drafts. 
The open-front 
ventilation 
has an advantage over all other ven- 
tilations because it requires no ad- 
justing, never plugs up, and always 
works. 
This type of ventilation will 
adapt itsfilf to temperature 
changes 
without the constant attention of the 
attendant and In this way reduces to 
a minimum the labor of caring for the 
house. 
It probably meets the require- 
ments of a simple, efficient farm poul- 
try house more nearly than any house 
that has been previously designed. 
Walls. 


The walls are of car siding, run- 
ning up and down, which forms a 
tight and attractive wall. 
The roof is 
made of shiplap covered with shingles. 


Floor. 


The floor 1« made of dirt which is 
an economical and durable type. Dirt 
floors are very efilclent if properly con- 
structed. 
In constructing a dirt floor 
there-should be a wall six to eight 
inches high, 
A fill of four Inches of 
course 
material, 
such 
as 
cinders, 
should be made to prevent damp floors 
from the rise of water. 
On top of the 
tamped cinders should be placed two 
or three inches of damp clay which 
should be packed well and then per- 
mitted to dry so that It will harden. 


On top of the clay should be placed 
half an inch of loose dirt. 
The clay 
prevents the dirt and straw from mix- 
ing with the cinders to such an ex- 
tent as to cause the moisture to rise. 
A covering of a foot or more of straw 
will keep the floor dry at all times. 


The greatest objections to dirt floors 
are (1) the possible invasion of rata, 
(2) the fact that the straw will be- 
come dirty quicker than with a con- 
crete floor and also dust rising, which 
In many cases has caused throat trou- 
ble. 
However, because of the low 
cost of construction, the dirt floor can 
be safely recommended and it will 
prove very eflticlent. 


Roost«. 


The roosts should be level at the 
back; 4 feet high, 14 Inches from the 
wall, 13 inches apart, and made of 
2x48 with rounded comers. Poles two 


Inches in diameter, If firmly placed, 
will serve the purpose nearly as well. 
Eight inches beneath the roosts Is 
placed a . droppings platform, which 
keeps the floor clean and 
Increases 
the floor space available for 
other 
purposes. 
Underneath the droppings 
platform are placed the nests. 
There 
should be eight inches of 
roosting 
space for each bird and one nest for 
every six or seven hens. 


liOft. 


Joists or collar beams are placed in 
the house Just high enough to afford 
head room. 
In order to prevent the 
birds from roosting on these, they are 
covered with inch boards four inches 
wide placed two inches apart. 
This 
forms a loft which Is fliled with straw. 
The straw acts as a sort of sponge by 


signs of broodlness. 
This keeps them 
out of nests which should be occupied 
by laying hens and causes them to be- 
gin lasting again. 


Cost. 


Prices vary greatly from place to 
place, and while such a house can. be 
constructed for twenty-five dollars in 
some sections where native lumber is 
abundant and cheap, in most sections 
It will probably cost about one dollar 
a hen or a little less to build such a 
house. 
It will accommodate from 120 
to 175 laying hens, depending In part 
on the breed, and aside from 
the 
painting, will cost about 1120 In most 
sections. 


A few of the. advantages of this 
style and kind of poultry house are as 
follows: 


Details of lYap Nest. 


Dotted lines show the position of the revolving door when open, and 
solid lines w^hen closed.

Feed should be stored in two boxes 
with sloping tops hung on the wall.

places for their food. 


Coops for Broody Hens. 


A slat - bottomed coop should 
be 
placed under the eaves for the con- 
finement 
of any hens

Improving Farm Batter 


Better Methods of Handling Milk and 
Cream WUl Insnre a Superior 
Pro^ct." 


The adoption of more careful me- 
thods of handling milk and cream and 
improved practices in the making of 
farni butter will reduce rather than 
Increase the trouble incident to home 
production of this food, say dairy spe- 
cialists, and will result in a superior 
product which can be sold more easily 
and for a better price than the avier- 
age farm butter. 
Last year aboul 
thirty million pounds of butter, much 
of which originated on the farm, wai 
washed or renovated because it was 
of such poor quality that It could no! 
be profitably offered on the reguiai 
butter markets. 


Churn Batter. Only. 


Cream alone should be churned. I\ 
may be skimmed as soon as it rises or 
may be separated by a mechanical 
separator. 
The latter plan is the 
more efllcient. tmd though T<»quirint 
a 
considerable 
initial 
outlay 
often 
will be profltable. 
The cream should 
be set aside in a clean place by separ- 
ate milklngs. 
A temperature of 50 
degrees F. or lower should be main- 
tained until from 12 to 18 hours be- 
fore churning, time, when the various 
batches should 
be stirred 
totgether 
well and brought to a temperature of 
about 70 degrees F. by placing the 
container in a bucket of warm water. 
One of the first apts of the 
f a n n 
housewife w^ho decides to adopt im- 
proved 
methods should be to pur- 
chase a dairy thermometer^ 
Temper- 
atures play an important part in the 
development of fiavors in butter, and 
always should be determined 
with 
fair accuracy. 
After the cream is 
mixed it should be kept at approxi- 
mately 70 degrees F. until just be- 
fore churning time, when it should be 
reduced to about 58 degrees F. where 
this Is possible (or to such tempera- 
ture not above 65 degrees F. as to 
complete the operation of 
churning 
within 25 or 30 minutes). 


Chnmlns. 


The barrel type has been found by 
dairy specialists to be one of the most 
satisfactory churns. 
The dasher 
or 
plunger type 
requires 
a 
somewhat 
greater expenditure of labor. 
Ear- 
thenware churns are specially unde- 
sirable unless perfectly glazed, since 
If pores are exposed they absorb milk 
and cream which later decay. 
Chums 
with mechanical' devices inside them 
are diflScult to clean and sometimes 
injure the body of the butter. 


The chum should be scalded pre- 
paratory to churning, but should be 
cooled with water before the cream 
is placed inside. 
The cream should 
be poured in through a coarse strain- 
er. 
Every few minutes during the 
early part of the churning gas should 
be allox. ed to escape from the chum. 
If the temperature Is right the churn- 
ing should require about 25 or 30 mln- 
utes. 
The process is completed when 
the granules of butter are about the 
size of large wheat kernels. 
The 
buttermilk should then be drained off 
and the butter granules 
repeatedly 
washed with cold water while still In 
the churn. 
The washings 8|k)uW bo 
continued until all milk is removed. 
Under no circumstances should work- 
ing be depended on to remove sur- 
plus milk.

a good profit on it, while others are 
limited in milk capacity and overfeed- 
ing them is unprofitable. 
Profitable 
feeding requires a thorough 
know- 
ledge of the Individual cows as well 
as of the values of feeds. 


The following general rules will be 
found invaluable as a guide for winter 
feeding by the Inexperienced feeder: 


1. 
Under most circumstances 
the 
cow should be fed all the roughage 
that she will eat up clean, adjusting 
the grain ration to the milk produc- 
tion. 
Only when the cow tends to 
become overfat should the quantity of 
roughage be restricted. 


2. 
A grain mixture should be fed 
In the proportion of 1 pound to each 
3 pints or pounds of milk produced 
dally by the cow, except in the case 
of a cow producing a flow of 40 pounds 
or more, when the ration can be 1 
pound to each 
or 4 pounds of milk. 
An even better rule Is 1 pound of 
grain each day for every pound of 
butter fat produced by the cow dur- 
ing the week. 


3. 
Feed all the cow will respond 
to in milk production. 
When she be- 
gins to put on flesh, cut down the 
grain.

For the most profitable milk pro- 
duction, the cow must be fed a bal- 
anced ration at the cheapest 
price 
such ration can be provided. 
By bal- 
anced ration is meant the combination 
of such a proportion of nutrient« and 
In such quantities as the cow requires 
to maintain her bodily functions and 
as she can utilize in the production of 
milk. 
These nutrients are classified 
as protein, carbohydrates, and fats. 
Protein js one of the principal con- 
stituents of milk; fats and carbohy- 
drates perform much the same func- 
tions, that is. produce, energy and heat, 
and in the balancing of a ration are 
usually classed together. 
If the cow 
is given a ration containing an ex- 
cess of either element, the excea» Is 
liable to be wasted; hence the eco- 
nomical Importance of a balanced ra- 
Uon. 


Com silage, com atover, 
timothy 
hay, millet .hay, prairie hay, hays from 
the common grasses, straws of 
the 
various cereals, andi cottonseed hulls 
may all be classed as low in protein con- 
tent. while legrume hay«, such as alfal- 
fa. the clovers, cowpeas. aoy beans 
and oat and pea, are classed as rough, 
age high fn protein. 
Grain and con- 
centrated feeds are the chief sources 
of protein, and the mixture should be 
made to fit the class In which the 
roughage belongs. 


A few simple rules for making up a 
grain mixture are given briefly below: 


1. 
Make up the mixture to fit the 
roughage available. 
With 
roughage 
entirely of the low-protein class the 
grain should contain 
approximately 
from 18 to 22 per cent of protein, 
while 
with 
exclusively 
high-protein 
roughage the grain ration need con- 
tain only about 18 to 1« per cent. 


2. 
Select grains that will furnish 
the various 
constituents, 
especially 
protein, at the least cost, using home- 
grown grains If possible. 


3. 
Be sure that the mixture Is light 
and bulky. 


4. 
The^ mixture should be 
pala- 
table. 


5. 
See that the grain has the pro- 
per physiological effect upon the cow. 


All these suggestions should be kept 
In mind In order to obtain the best 
possible combination of grains.

That the west has rucfely kicked over historic tradition and most 


thoroughly mussed up political dope and political ethics as well by 
electing a president through the medium of square reversal of eastern 
political form will constitute an enduring wonder in American poli- 
tics. It is probable that 1916 will become a landmark in American 
presidential campaigns—a date to which political reminiscence will 
frequently hark back in. the years that are to come. It is a develop- 
ment so astounding that no manifestation of political independence in 
•the nation's history is able to measure up to it either in extent or in 
results produced. It is not at all like the explosion produced by the 
bull moose movement four years ago. It belongs in a class alone.

The Associated Press).—The case of 
the French government against Ger- 
many In regard to the alleged mistreat- 
ment of French prisoners of war is set 
out in detail in a volume of one hun- 
dred pages -which has just been issued 
and which will be distributed abroad. 
The book sums up reports of the Span- 
ish embassy in Berlin, of delegates from 
the Red Cross society who visited Ger- 
man prison camps, ot doctors and 
nurses who wero interned' In these 
•camps and testimony given under oath 
by crippled soldiers who have returned 
to France. The volume includes pho- 
tographs received from private sources 
and sketches from German illustrated 
lapers.

Sometimes these matters come to tho atten- 


tion of commanding oincers in the day's reports. 
Just as frequently they are omitted altogether 
or overlooked. When they are noted, It de- 
pends much on the humor ot thu commander 
whether or not the Incident, whatever it may 
have been, shall be followed up and the man 
who acted with Judii-'ius enterprise rewarded 
with promotion.

Bide o;- the other with the aim of capturing an 
enemy tronch, it is customary dui'in;; the night 
before making tho charge to send forth a 
body of me:i into No Man's Land to erect bar- 
ricades closer to the enemy's line, that will give 
the advancing soldiers a slight advantage when 
daylight comes anil the charge is begun. Also 
when an officer in charge of a sector determines 
that, the lines he i:i holding must be straightened 
out, a new line of trenches dug forward of the 
ones tlien held os the first line, similar work is 
carried forward. First of all, the men during 
their daylight hours, at a safe distance back 
from the area of shell fire, proceed to fill bags 
with soft earth and sa;:d, if it, should be ob- 
tainable. 


These are just of a size that a man can carry 


comfortably along with his rifie and other liiiir. 
' 


equipment. When night falls, these bags ai..- 
tarried forward from the advance trenches imo 
lhe area between the two lines, and a barricade 
te- erected of them, behind which the sappers 
«.nd minors can work in comparative; shelter 
while they dig a new advance lino an;l the 
necessary communication trenches. It is in this 
icay that advances of a few hundred -yards a:v 
ttiade by the allied forces time after time, until 
they get close enough to the Teutonic lines to 
make an effective charge from the advance 
holts. 


But before the barricade makers anil the sap- 


pers po out on their mission, the cautious olH- 
c>,r suids out small squads of men for pntrol 
duty and to make recornaisanccs. Their task 
is particulail;1 cUI;c;i!t, tor they must learn just 
where the enemy is located, what, if ar.y, patrols 
he '.lay out in No ?.In:i's Land and the nature o£ 
tho ground where tile worl; is to be carried on. 
without permitting himself to be discovered by 
the enemy. Of course, ho has the cover of dark- 
nes in his favor, but HO has any patrol of tho 
other si'Je that may bu rambling about in the 
same district: so the oflicer (generally a non- 
commissioned ofliccr) in charge of these squads 
must be more than alert to prevent surprise. 


If he should be discovered by any of the 


enemy. It would be up to him to capture or kill 
all his opponents without making a sriund that 
could be heard from the trenches nf tho other 
side und to prevent his opponents from maklnu 
eny such noise, also. It is a matter ct kill, and 
kill quickly, without noise. It isn't the easiest 
task In the world, and it calls for cool, level- 
headed, quick thinking and acting on the part 
of the leading officer and of his men also: for, 
if such a patrol should be prematurely discov- 
eied. the enemy probably would rake tlis No 
Mor>'3 Land with a. utorm of small shells and 
bulk IF preventing for that time the advancing 
5f tin) trenches -as proposed.

Attached to one of the regi- 
ments that first moved forward at this s*cond 
drive, the lieutenant had a sort of separate 
command—just a few of the specially trained 
mountain troopn who were to act much In the 
capacity of scouts. 
ll« had a fair-working 


knowledge of the country, as did his men: he 
was an expert at mountain climbing and in- 
trepid and bold in tho face of physical danger.

» FTE1I several days of preliminary fighting, 
A 
during which outposts were driven back 


;uid unimportant advance lines destroyed, the 
AtiKtrinns came face to face with the main 
first line of defense In the pans through which 
they wera attempting to advance. 
Across a 


narrow point of barricade of huge, quarried 
rock had been erected, with loopholes, and from 
oehind this the Italian nrmy was able to mow 
down tho advancing enemy. 


In addition, they hod planted a battery of 


s-rnnil-callber guns on an eminence on the left, 
which took the advancing attackers in the flank 
and created havoc in the ranks, as the com- 
manders four.d out the first time they attempt- 
ed an assault. 
The Austrian* had not been 


iible to bring up guns heavy enough to blow to 
pieces the stooe wall behind which the Italians 
weie sheltered, and a desperato battlo for pos- 
session of it at thn point of the bayonet. But 
no long as the flanking battery remained In ac- 
tion they would be unable to get that far, they 
soon found out. 


A wise general has said that nothing Is BO 


discouraging and galling to a body of advancing 
troops as a, flanking fire which they are unable 
to answer. The. eminence on which the battery 
was situated was divided from the -pan by a 
jnwnlng chasm, over which It was imposeible to 
jiass, except by a hanging bridge, and it was 


wu a difference, for the men were not f«t to 
the rope, but merely grasped it tightly with 
their free hands, when not engaged in uilng th* 
alpenstocks to belt advantage. Sure-footed and 
breve, they gradually made their way up th» 
perilous ascent, taking advantage of every nool! 
and cranny In the rock, assisting one another 
over the worst spots, never faltering, even when 
It seemed impossible either to go ahead or to 
retrace their steps to the bottom.

n exploit they had just witnessed across th* 
asm, advanced, cheering and firing on th* 
-.one breastworks, 
blocking the pass.- And, 


.ince the gallinB fire of the men on the ledg* 
opposite prevented the Italian gunners from en. 
lilading tlie column with their big guns,-th* 
charge succeeded and eventually was successful 
in dislodging the Italians from tho stubbornly 
hald position. 


While all this was going on, after the Italian 


gunners had been driven from their posts, Lieut. 
Bergli .undertook a new'exploit that was wit- 
nesses by only a few—mostly the men of hll 
party who co-operated with him again. .B«- 
lievins that there was.the bare possibility thai 
the man who had fallen down the cliff might b« ,,. . 
itiU' alive, the lieutenant determined • to re80U4 ' • 
him if possible.

To that end, he took the remainder of the Al- 


pine climbing rope that'had been so useful 1* 
bringing.the little party to the ledge, and, bid- 
ding the three men left on.the ledi?e keep tight 
hold of it, proceeded to make a perilous round- 
about way to below the cliff. 


On 'a cliff he found • the fallen soldier, and, 


binding the end of the rope about his com.rade'l 
waist, the lieutenant proceeded to endeavor'O 
make' his way up the cliff again. 


How he ever made the ascent was a mystWf 


to all who saw.him. The lieutenant himself, 
viewing the sheer heights afterwards, declared 
that nothing could induce him to repeat th« • 
.-, ttcrr.pt, no matter what might be at stake, 
lie hung'on by projections searcely bigger than 
marbles,- and found toe holds In minute crev- .. 
ices. But, finally, in the course of things, h« 
and his burden reached the ledge and there th* 
party rendered first-aid medical treatment 


By this time, the battle was over, the Aus- 


trians having carried the breastworks and re- 
serve lines behind them and opened a passag« 
almost entirely through the Alps, while a flying 
column of the "Mountain Troops" was fol- 
lowing closely on the heels of the Italians, now 
In full retreat. The Italian guns that Lieut 
Bergli had undertaken to silence now were un- 
disputedly the property of the Austrians. 


It took a large body of soldiers to rescue thl 


lieutenant and the four members of his partj 
from their perilous position on the mountain 
side, hut that was as nothing. Each man of thl 
command w'shed to be one of the rescue partj 
and to be the first to grasp the officer's hand tc 
conjrratulstc and thank him. And later, thl 
emperor also wished to thank him, so he was 
sent offlciallv to Vienna, with an honorary guard 
of two brother officers, where Franz .Tosel

opening is covered with wire screen 
which keeps the hens In and the spar- 
rows out.

On the east and west sides are two 


windows each 2 feet high and 3 leet 
wide. On the north end next to the 
fioor la a six-light 8xlO-inch glass 
window. An arrangement which ad- 
mits light from all directions has de- 


lent summer ventilation which can be 
afforded by removing tho windows. 
This is an important point and should 
not be overlooked in constructing a 
poultry house. Summer ventilation IB ; 
aa important as winter ventilation. 


During the winter the success of 


ventilation of this type depends upon 
having the east, west, north, and roof 
entirely air tight so that wind will 
drive Into the house only a short dis- 
ance and never back to the roosts 
which are on the north Bide. 
There 


Is a gradual movement of the air 


from the Inside out, thus Insuring an 
abundance 
of 
ventilation 
without 


drafts. 
Tho open-front ventilation 


has an advantage over all other ven- 
tilations because It requires no ad- 
justing, never plugs up, and always 
works. This type of ventilation will 
adapt Itself to temperature changes 
without the constant attention of the 
attendant and In this way reduces to 
a minimum the labor of caring for the 
house. It probably meets the require- 
ments of a simple, efficient farm poul- 
try house more nearly than any house 
that has been previously designed. 


Walls. 


The walls are of car siding, run- 


ning up and down, which forms a 
tight and attractive wall. The roof Is 
made of shlplap covered with shingles. 


Floor. 


The floor Is made of dirt which Is 


an economical and durable type. Dirt 
floors are very efficient if properly con- 
structed. In constructing a dirt floor 
there should be a wall six to eight 
Inches high. A fill of four Inches of 
course 
material, such 
as cinders, 


should be made to prevent damp floors 
from the rise of water. On top of the 
tamped cinders should be placed two 
or three Inches of damp clay which 
should be packed well and then per- 
mitted to dry so that It will harden. 


On top of the clay should be placed 


half an inch of loose dirt The clay 
prevents the dirt and straw from mix- 
ing with the cinders to such an ex- 
tent as to cause the moisture to rise. 
A covering of a foot or more of straw 
will keep the floor dry at all times. 


The greatest objections to dirt floors 


are (1) the possible invasion of rats, 
(2) the fact that the straw will be- 
come dirty quicker than with a con- 
crete floor and also dust rising, which 
in many cases has caused throat trou- 
ble. 
However, because of the low 


cost of construction, the dirt floor can 
be safely recommended and it will 
prove very efficient.

Temper- 
atures play an Important part In the 
development of flavors In butter, and 
always should be determined with 
fair accuracy.

mixed it should be kept at approxi- 
mately 70 degrees F. until Just be- 
fore churning time, when it should .b« 
reduced to about 58 degrees F. where 
this is possible (or to such tempera- 
ture not above 65 degrees F. as to 
complete the operation of churning 
within 25 or 80 minutes). 


Churning. 


The barrel type 1ms been found by 


dairy specialists to be one of the most 
satisfactory churns. The dasher or 
plunger type requires a somewhat 
greater expenditure of labor. Ear- 
thenware churns are specially unde- 
sirable unless perfectly glaxed. elnce 
If pores are exposed they absorb milk 
and cream which later decay. Churni 
with mechanical devices Inside them 
are difficult to clean and sometimes 
njure the body of the butter.
